Moments after Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper trig¬ 
gered a federal election 
for Tuesday, Oct. 14, he 
downplayed prospects of 
a majority win, saying 
even a stronger minority 
government is a prize 
worth going to the voters 
a year early for. 

“Fm in this election to 
win. We believe it’s going to 
be a tough election. We be¬ 
lieve it will be a tight elec¬ 
tion and yes, we believe it 
will be, in all likelihood, it 
will be a minority,” he said. 

He denied his decision to 
pull the plug was motivated 
by opinion polls showing 
the Conservatives may be in

reach of a majority. 

Harper said at a time of 
global economic uncertain¬ 
ty, “we have come to a mo¬ 
ment that requires the peo¬ 
ple of Canada to choose.” 

He urged voters to look at 
the immediate economic 
picture and the question of 
“competent leadership.” 

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion called Harper’s gov¬ 
ernment “the largest spend¬ 
ing government in Canadi¬ 
an history. But ... they gov¬ 
ern for the next day, the 
next poll, the next election. 


Never do they govern for 
the next generation.” 

Dion promised his plan to 
tax carbon fuels, excluding 
gasoline, would lessen taxes 
on hard-hit individuals and 
industries. 

NDP Leader Jack La 5 ^on 
urged voters to “say good¬ 
bye to the George Bush era 
in our own conduct 
abroad.” 

“Stephen Harper an¬ 
nounced he is quitting as 
prime minister, so today 
I’m announcing that I’m ap- 
pl 5 dng for his job,” he said. 

Bloc Quebecois Leader 
Gilles Duceppe pitched his 
party as the key to blocking 
a Conservative majority. 


Early run 

• Harper's Conservatives pre¬ 
viously passed legislation 
that set Oct. 19, 2009 as the 
fixed date for the next gener¬ 
al election. 

He slammed Harper for 
quitting the UN’s Kyoto 
treaty on climate change 
and said Harper is waging a 
war on culture in Quebec. 

Green Leader Elizabeth 
May called on voters to flex 
their muscle to fight cli¬ 
mate change, “child pover¬ 
ty, world peace and nuclear 
disarmament.”

Weekend 
shootings 
not random, 
police say 

GUNPLAY It was a busy week¬ 
end for gunplay as there 
were two shots-fired inci¬ 
dents on the weekend. 

The first happened early 
Saturday morning when 
three shots were fired at a 
passing car. Police say one 
of two men standing on 
the sidewalk of Gottingen 
Street and Buddy Daye 
Drive in Halifax fired at a 
car at 1:40 a.m. The vehicle 
was struck at least once be¬ 
fore speeding off. 

The only description of 
the suspects is they were 
black men last seen head¬ 
ing west on Buddy Daye 
Street. 

Then on Saturday night, 
two shots were fired at a 
house on Lemon Walk in 
Halifax at around 11:20 
p.m. Police have charged a 
19-year-old man with as¬ 
sault with a weapon, utter¬ 
ing threats and firearms 
charges. He'll be in court 
this morning. 

Both unrelated incidents 
are not considered ran¬ 
dom.

PROJECT Defence Minister 


Peter MacKay says Ottawa 
hasn’t scrapped its plans 
to replace the aging HM- 
CS Preserve and 
Protecteur. 

“We have every 
intention, I assure you, 
every intention of moving 
ahead with the program,” 
MacKay said Friday at a 
defence industry confer¬ 
ence in Halifax. 

Late last month, the 
Conservative government 
quietly opted out of the 
$2.9-billion project, 
saying the bids it got were 
“significantly” higher 
than the budget. 

MacKay said Friday Ot¬ 
tawa is still committed to 
the program and wants 
Atlantic Canada to play a 
“prominent” role in build¬ 
ing the new ships.

When a Metro reporter flies 


Soaring with Snowboards proved too much for Paul McLeod's stomach

Few things compare to 
the sheer wonder and 
majesty of throwing up 
700 feet above Halifax. 

On tlie eve of tlie Nova 
Scotia International Air 
Sliow, Canada’s own top 
guns, tlie Snowbirds, invit¬ 
ed me into the air for a fly¬ 
over of Halifax. 

We all take off at once 
and gather together with 
military precision. All nine 
planes fly in an arrow for¬ 
mation, only metres apart. 
It seems like a single 
sneeze could lead to disas¬ 
ter, but these guys are 
pros. 


Our flight had it all. 
The beauty. The 
wonder. The 
chicken salad 
sandwich I had 
for lunch. 

Everjdhing is done by 
hand, eyes and skill. 
Though the Snowbirds fly 
complex routines in a tiny 
cluster, there are no com¬ 
puters telling them when 
they’re too close together. 

Instead, they constantly 
watch on their fellow pi¬ 
lots while keeping one 
hand steadily on the throt¬ 
tle while the other steers. 

“It’s a thousand constant 
adjustments,” says my pi¬ 
lot, Capt. Sean Hanson, a 
second-year Snowbird 
from Vancouver. 

What I didn’t know is 
looking through a camera 
viewfinder while flying 
can make you nauseous. 
But even feeling sick, look¬ 
ing down on whales swim-

ming off the coast of Nova 
Scotia is breathtaking. 

Our flight had it all. The 
beauty. The wonder. The 
chicken salad sandwich I’d 
eaten for lunch. 

“This is a perfect day for 
flying,” Hanson says to 
me, as we pass Peggy’s 
Cove. 

“Magical,” I reply, 
clutching my barf bag. 



Hanson comforts me 
with the news this hap¬ 
pens to lots of people. And 
keep in mind this is a 
tame flight. I’m told the 
day-to-day stunts these 
guys do — the barrel rolls, 
flying upside down — 
would be far too violent 


for an untrained flyer. 

Sadly, the air show itself 
on Saturday had to be 
shortened because of an 
inconsiderate tropical 
storm. But there’s always 
next time. 

The Snowbirds do 65 
shows this year over a six- 



month stretch. It’s a gruel¬ 
ing schedule, but some¬ 
thing they don’t get tired 
of

Feds’ $2M investment in farmer’s market praised

HRM Richard Rand is happy 
the federal government 
will invest $2 million to¬ 
wards a proposed new 
farmers market for the Hal¬ 
ifax seawall. 

The owner of the family- 
run Fox Hill Cheese House 
in Port Williams thinks the 


new market, which will be 
twice the size and open six 
days a week instead of one, 
will be well-received by 
most vendors and the pub¬ 
lic. 

“It is an opportunity,” 
said Rand, who sells cheese 
at the market each Sunday. 

“We’d like to see it grow 
so we can bring more 
things to HRM. That’s 
where the people are. It’s 


simple as that.” 

The location of the pro¬ 
posed new Halifax Seaport 
Farmers Market is Pier 20, 
and carries with it a price 
tag of about $10 million. 

To date, about $7 million 
has been raised, with a po¬ 
tential opening date within 
the next year. 

The new market will in¬ 
clude ground-floor rental 
space, a mezzanine level

and rooftop terrace and 
gardens. 

The current market aver¬ 


ages 6,000 customers eveiy 
Saturday, but has outgrown 
its space. 

“Direct producer to con¬ 
sumer sales is gaining 
strength in Nova Scotia and 
is one of the reasons our 
market needs to expand,” 
Fred Kilcup, manager of 
the Nova Scotia Farmers’ 
Market Development Co¬ 
operate Ltd., said in a re¬ 
lease.

FIRE Firefighters rescued resi¬ 
dents of an apartment building 
early yesterday morning. 

Crews were dispatched just be¬ 
fore 3 a.m. to a building on Riv¬ 
er Road in Halifax. Police said 
initial reports said some 
residents were trapped on the 
third floor, but firefighters got 
everyone out safely. 

Two residents — an elderly 
woman and a man — were 
treated for smoke inhalation. 
Police are still looking into 
what started the fire. 

DRIVE-BY Police are investing a 
drive-by assault on a taxi driver 
yesterday morning. At around 
2:30 a.m. a cabbie was driving 
on NovaLea Drive in Halifax 
when a vehicle slowed down 
beside him. Someone sprayed 
him with what police suspect is 
mace. The cab driver pulled 
over and the other vehicle 
sped off. 

BREAK-IN Three men, one 
armed with a handgun, 
entered a residence on 
Mansion Road in Halifax on Fri¬ 
day night. Police say the three 
men confronted the occupants 
of the house, but there were 
no injuries reported. The sus¬ 
pect with the gun was 
described as a white man, five- 
foot-nine, wearing a hoodie 
and jeans. 

ASSAULT A 21-year-old man 
was beaten with a pipe on Fri¬ 
day night. 

It happened in the South and 
Oxford streets area in Halifax. 
An 18-year-old suspect alleged¬ 
ly struck the victim with a piece 
of pipe he was carrying. The 
victim was left with minor in¬ 
juries to his hands. The suspect 
was charged with assault with 
a weapon and possession of a 
weapon.

While in Halifax on Satur¬ 
day, Defence Minister Pe¬ 
ter MacKay announced up¬ 
grades to Canada's aging 
Aurora aircraft. 

He said tlie government 
will give a new overland 


surveillance capability to 
conduct domestic sover¬ 
eignty and security mis¬ 
sions. The project will cost 
$20 million and finish next 
year. 

“I am proud to be an¬ 
nouncing yet another ex¬ 
ample of our Conservative 
government’s pledge to 
the safety and security of 


Canadians at home and 
abroad,” said MacKay in a 
statement released on Sat¬ 
urday. 

“This additional invest¬ 
ment will both comple¬ 
ment and augment the up¬ 
grades and modernization 
efforts currently underway 
on the CP-140 fleet.” 

A $ 10-million contract 


was awarded to Massachu¬ 
setts-based L-3 Communi¬ 
cations, which will provide 
engineering and off-the- 
shelf components. 

The military will begin 
replacing the Auroras 
starting in 2020. Both the 
air force and the navy are 
deciding on features in a 
new patrol aircraft.

FORESTRY A costly foe for the 
forest industry is once again 
becoming a problem for 
Cape Breton woodlot own¬ 
ers. 

Reports of the dreaded 
spruce beetle are beginning 
to surface across the island. 

Officials with the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
attribute the latest boon in 
the population to recent 
mild winters and a large 
source of food for the in¬ 
sects. 

“Wherever you see ma¬ 
ture or old field white 
spruce on the island of Cape 
Breton you will most likely 
find spruce beetle damage 
but we are (especially) see¬ 
ing it in the Mabou High¬ 
lands and in the Inverness 
area,” said entomologist Gi¬

Post-tropical storm largely passes over Nova Scotia in favour of New Brunswick

Hanna shut down the air 
show and a few business¬ 
es, but generally skipped 
over Halifax to dump her 
rain in New Brunswick yes¬ 
terday. 

The post-tropical storm 
was expected to unleash 
between 50 to 70 millime¬ 
tres of rain over the al¬ 
ready soggy northern and 
western regions of the 
province yesterday. Parts 
of New Brunswick were ex¬ 
pected to get up to 120 to 
130 millimetres of rain. 

The Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality was left off the 
list of weather warnings, 
but residents were encour¬ 
aged to get together emer¬ 
gency gear just in case. 

The storm was less se¬ 
vere than expected, but 
Andrew Lathem, a 
spokesperson for the 
province’s emergency 
management office, said 
it’s good to have Nova Sco¬

tians prepared, even if it’s 
just for the next storm. 

“It went on a more 
northerly direction and I

MacKay announces the return of legendary reserve unit to active duty

News that the legendary 
Halifax Rifles reserve unit 
will return to active duty 
brought tears to Edward 
Wheeler’s eyes. 

“We’ve been waiting 
years for this,” Wheeler 
said, his voice shaking. 
“We’ve finally got the Hali¬ 
fax Rifles back where they 
belong.” 

On Friday, Defence Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay an¬ 
nounced the unit, which 
was disbanded in 1965, 
would begin recruiting 
again. It will eventually 
have 100 members, al¬ 
though military brass 
warned it will take 
months, if not years, to at¬ 
tract and fully train that 
many soldiers. 

The Rifles was tradition¬ 
ally a cavaliy unit, which 
opened in May 1860, and 
counted prime ministers 
Sir Charles Tupper and Sir 
Robert Borden among its 
members. It saw action 
during the Fenian raids.

AFGHANISTAN The U.S. has 
stepped up its use of air 
strikes in Afghanistan, in¬ 
creasing civilian casualties, 
the New York-based group 
Human Rights Watch said 
in a report yesterday. 

Civilian deaths due to air 
strikes in 2007 totaled 321, 
almost tripling the 2006 
count, the report said. In 
the first seven months of 
2008, at least 119 civilians 
were killed in air strikes 

They added the increase 
has led to “large numbers 
of civilian casualties, con¬ 
troversy over the use of air- 
power in Afghanistan, and 
intense criticism of U.S. 
and NATO forces by 
Afghan political leaders 
and the public.” reuters 


Ike hits Cuba and Haiti, nears Gulf

PAKISTAN Asif All Zardari, the 
widower of former Pakistani 
prime minister Benazir Bhutto, 
swept to victory in a presiden¬ 
tial election Saturday.

STORM Hurricane Ike 
roared ashore in northeast¬ 
ern Cuba yesterday with 
190 km/h winds, torrential 
rains and massive waves 
that rolled through coastal 
towns. Ike’s eye came 
ashore nearPunta Lucre- 
cia, about 820 kilometres 
southeast of Havana, after 
adding to deaths in Haiti 
and ripping through the 
southern Bahamas on a 
path to the Gulf of Mexico. 

Crashing waves ahead of 
the Category 3 hurricane 
with 190 km/h winds 
swept inland in the coastal 
state of Baracoa, flooding 
low-l 5 dng areas and caus¬ 
ing rivers to back up over 


their banks. 

Ike began what forecast¬ 
ers said could become a 
two-day trek through the 
heart of Cuba, which is 
still reeling from the on¬ 
slaught of Hurricane Gus¬ 
tav. 

Cuban officials said over 
1 million people had been 
evacuated in a matter of 
hours yesterday. 

Before heading to Cuba, 
Ike dumped more heavy 
rain on Haiti, where at 
least 47 people have died 
in the town of Cabaret.

N OW in the sev¬ 
enth decade of 
my life, I look 
back at the 
world of my 
childhood, with its shared 
phone lines, ice boxes, ra¬ 
dio soap operas, and no tel¬ 
evision, and it seems like 
an ancient, lost civiliza¬ 
tion. And yet the ideas and 
values I learned as a child 
seem eveiy bit as impor¬ 
tant for today’s youth, for 
whom rappers, billionaires 
and movie stars are role 
models. 

When I was a boy, my fa¬ 
ther was a bigger-than-life 
figure, a wonderful story¬ 
teller who enchanted peo¬ 
ple with his outgoing per¬ 
sonality. He was my hero. 
He took me camping and 


fishing and instilled in me 
a love of nature and the 
outdoors. When he came 
home from work, he al¬ 
ways asked me what I had 
learned in school, and as I 
recounted my lessons, he 
seemed genuinely interest¬ 
ed, often amplifying my 
information or correcting 
me. 

I loved those sessions, 
and I now realize that he 
was reinforcing my educa¬ 
tion by making me re¬ 
count what I had learned. 

Dad was my biggest 
booster, but he was also 
my harshest critic. When I 
began in television, he fol¬ 
lowed eveiything I did. 
More than once when he 
couldn’t follow my narra¬ 
tive, he would call and 
bawl me out: “If I can’t un¬ 
derstand what you are say¬ 
ing, how do you expect 
someone who doesn’t 
know you at all to follow 
your ideas?” To this day, I 
think of my father as my 
audience whenever I pre¬ 
pare a script or write a 
book. 

My mother was the rock- 
solid foundation of the 


family. She was the first up 
in the morning and the 
last to bed at night, but un¬ 
like Dad, she did it quietly. 
I only understood how im¬ 
portant she was as she de¬ 
veloped Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease and I watched Dad 
struggle to fill her shoes. I 
begged him to allow me to 
hire help for him, but he 
declined. 

“She gave her all for 
me,” he said, “and it’s my 
turn to pay her back.” 

Both my parents are now 
dead, and in my own 
dotage, I think about the 
important lessons I want 
to pass on to my children 
and grandchildren — and I 
realize they are the same 
lessons I got from Dad. I 
can’t help think they are 
not quaint ideas from the 
past but very modern ones 
that we need desperately 
today. 

“Respect your elders,” he 


told me. 

“Live within your 
means.” This important 
lesson is embodied in the 
familiar expression, “Save 
some for a rainy day.” 

“You must stand up for 
what you believe in, but be 
prepared for people to be 
angry and to disagree. If 
you want to be liked by 
everyone, then you will 
stand for nothing.” 

Today’s youth are bom¬ 
barded with news about 
the antics of Lindsay Lo- 
han, Amy Winehouse and 
Jay-Z and look to them for 
inspiration, but that’s all 
the more reason to listen 
to the words of our elders.

Serena reigns at U.S. Open 

Murray upsets world No. 1 Nadal to set up title showdown with Federer 


American Serena Williams 
won her ninth grand slam 
title by beating tenacious 
Serbian Jelena Jankovic 6 - 
4, 7-5 in a high-quality U.S. 
Open women's final last 
night in New York. 

The 26-year-old broke 
Jankovic three times to 
take the opening set be¬ 
fore saving four set points 
in the second to seal victo- 
ly in two hours four min¬ 
utes and regain the world 
No. 1 ranking. 

Williams, who swept 
away Russian Dinara Safi¬ 
na 6-3, 6-2 in the semifi¬ 
nals, fended off spectacu¬ 
lar retrieving by Jankovic 
with her power game to 
clinch a third U.S. Open 
crown but her first in New 
York since 2002. 

“Fm so excited,” a beam¬ 
ing Williams said in a 
courtside interview. “It is 
that special because I’ve 
been working so hard. 

“And I wasn’t even going 
for No. 1 and it’s just hke 
an added bonus.” 

On the men’s side, Andy 
Murray gave himself a 


chance to end a 72-year 
U.S. Open drought for 
British men by outwitting 
world No. 1 Rafael Nadal 
yesterday to reach the final 
against four-time winner 
Roger Federer. 

Murray, 21, completed a 
rousing 6-2, 7-6, 4-6, 6-4 vic- 
toiy in a semifinal suspend¬ 
ed by rain on Saturday to 
advance to his maiden 
grand slam final and bid to 
become the first British 
man to win any of the four 
majors since Fred Perry 
took the U.S. crown in 1936. 

Federer, winner of 12 
grand slams, had booked 
his berth in the final with 
his best match of the tour¬ 
nament a 6-3, 5-7, 7-5, 6-2 
victoiy over Australian 
Open winner Novak 
Djokovic in a semifinal 
completed on Saturday be¬ 
fore rain washed out play. 

The 27-year-old Swiss has

Vicky and Dakota to the rescue 



n April 2007, when she 
was still getting all her 
pet detective skills in 
order, Vicky Vaughan 
ran into a woman at the 
Dartmouth, N.S., SPCA who 
had just lost her cat. “I 
asked myself: ‘Should I, or 
shouldn’t I?’ Then I looked 
at her face and my heart 
broke,” recalls the 43-year- 
old. 


Vaughan and her hus¬ 
band Mario Audet drove to 
the woman’s house that 
night. Vaughan got her bea¬ 
gle Dakota on the cat’s 
scent and ten minutes later 
he found kitty hiding under 
a shed two doors down. 
“That told me this is the 
right thing to do,” says 
Vaughan. 

Only six months before 
that, Vaughan first heard 
about animal response tech¬ 
nicians while watching 
Dogs with Jobs on TV. Who 
would help if one of her 
two cats were to go miss¬ 
ing? “If no else is going to 
do it. I’m going to do it,” she 
quickly decided. She flew 
down to Cahfomia in Octo¬ 


ber 2006 and 
took a course 
through 
Hunters Inter¬ 
national (now 
called Missing 
Pet Partner¬ 
ship) that 
taught her 
how to use 
CSI-like tech¬ 
niques to find 
lost pets. 

Back at 
home, Vaugh¬ 
an adopted 
Dakota from 
the pound 
and trained 
him to find her cats; first in¬ 
doors and then hidden out¬ 
side. She read up on cat be¬ 


haviour and 
psychology. 

After that 
first success¬ 
ful find, 
Vaughan put 
up her web¬ 
site Petdetec- 
tive.ca and let 
word of 
mouth — 
much of it 
through the 
SPCA — find 
her work. She 
charges $175 
per job and 
puts all her 
earnings back 
into the company. So far, 
she’s found 65 pets and has 
an 80-per-cent success rate. 


The gear and the dog are 
important, but so are her 
detective skills. She starts 
every search by interview¬ 
ing the pet’s owner to bet¬ 
ter understand how far it 
may have gone, how it will 
react if trapped and 
whether it’s even tough 
enough to take up with a 
feral colony. 

Vaughan gets calls from 
all over Nova Scotia and 
Canada as there are only 
two hcensed pet detectives 
in the country. “I’d like to do 
this full time. I’d like to see 
it offered across Canada.”

Long, low walls are the key 
to dealing with irate 
customers, says Jeffrey 
Hosick, a business coach 
based in Kentville. 

Not brick walls, of 
course, although that 
might sometimes seem de¬ 
sirable. Hosick, a psy¬ 
chotherapist with his PhD 
in counselling, says estab¬ 
lishing psychological 
boundaries allow you to 
scale down the situation 
and take control. 

When staff declare 
boundaries, he says, it al¬ 
lows them to take responsi¬ 
bility for their environ¬ 
ment, and start to influence 
it. 

Hosick turns to the 


method a New York banker 
learned the hard way, in a 
course he gives to top exec¬ 
utives called “How To 
Teach Others Your Bound¬ 
aries In Five Easy Minutes 
Without Arguing, Begging 
or Violence.” 

“Most of the time when 
we have boundaries, 
they’re high walls,” Hosick 
explains. “The question is, 
what if they were wide 
walls and low, instead of 
high walls and thin?” 

It’s about building the 
boundaries so you can see 
things happening before 
they explode in your face, 
rather than blinding your¬ 
self with high defences. 

Hosick breaks it down to 
a four-step process: 

• Awareness. You’ve got a 
customer shouting in your 
face. “Say, ‘Sir, are you 


aware you are yelling at 
me?”’ counsels Hosick. Be 
polite and don’t raise the 
alarm — or your hackles. 
Just make the irate individ¬ 
ual aware of the situation. 

Hosick says the natural 
response is to match the 
customer’s anger and de¬ 
fend yourself “It doesn’t 
matter what the guy is 
yelling at me. I’m already 
distressed and it’s hard to 
hear him.” So quiet yourself 
down to make yourself 
heard. 

• Make a request. Things 
are escalating, and you 
need to fix your boundary. 
Make it clear that yelling is 
outside of that boundaiy. 

“Say, ‘Sir, I need to ask 
you to stop yelling at me,”’ 
says Hosick. Keep it polite, 
and formulated as a request 
so that the customer has 


face-saving space to climb 
down. 

• Move to end it: If the cus¬ 
tomer is still hollering 
themselves a new shade of 
red, take the situation un¬ 
der your control by moving 
it to the next level. “Say, 
‘Sir, if you don’t stop yelling 
at me. I’m not going to 
serve you.’” 

• End it: Stop serving the 
customer, or defer the mat¬ 
ter up the chain of com¬ 
mand. You’ve done your bit 
and it’s out of your hands 
now. 

The four steps build a 
long, low wall that protects 
you and resolves the situa¬ 
tion. An instinctive high- 
wall approach would start 
with a ratcheted-up threat 
(Step 3), leaving little 
chance of calming the situ¬ 
ation.
